The New Administration. 

In America the chief political events 
were the transfer of the presidency 
from Theodore Roosevelt to William 
II. Taft and the passage of the Payue- 
Aldrich bill, tlie first revision of the 
tariff in twelve years. From its in¬ 
fluence on the future, one of the most 
notable features of the tariff fight was 
the development of the “insurgent” 
group of senators and representatives 
in the Republican party, a movement 
that still exists in the regular session, 
although the tariff bill is long since a 
law.

It is signilicent of the uni¬ 
versal prosperity of the State that the 
deposits of the savings banks, amount¬ 
ing to $000,000,000, are kbout, one-half 
the total deposits in all banks. 

San Francisco’s bank clearings ap¬ 
proach closely to the two billion mark, 
equaling the total clearings of all cities 
on the Pacific Coast. Los Angeles’ 
clearings have steadily increased from 
an average in former years of about 
ten million dollars a week to an aver¬ 
age of about fifteen million. 

In all industrial lines the same evi¬ 
dences of prosperity are apparent. 
While it is too early to give absolute 
figures on agricultural output, there 
is no doubt that it has been greater 
than that of any preceding year. 

It gives great satisfaction to The 
Committee to.issue a bulletin evidenc¬ 
ing such great prosperity, on tlie eve 
of its cessation of existence, and it 
takes this occasion to announce that 
hereafter it becomes an integral part of 
the California Development Board.

and aeroplane exhibition flights. 

One of the attractive features of the 
educational, historical and military pa¬ 
rade will be a brigade of more than a r 
hundred horsemen from the national 
stockyards. East St. Louis, under the 
command of Captain James H. Camp¬ 
bell.
